A 10 months' audit of the City of 


Hope and a 9-mbnth statement for the 
Hope Water & Light Plant, municipal 
utility, appear in today's edition of 
The Star. 


The audit was ordered by Mayor 


John Vesey and the city council upon 
assuming office in April, under the 
state law requiring a municipal audit 
to be published twice a year by all 
cities of the first class. Hope became 
a city of the first class on the 1930 fed- 
eral census, with a population of 6,008, 
and was formally declared a first 
class corporation at the beginning of 
1931. 


Frank H. Philbrick & Co., local ac- 


countants, obtained the contract for 
the audit, which was certified 
by 


Robert Wilson, certified public ac- 
countant. 


The financial statement, which cov 


ers two pages of The Star, shows the 
City of Hope to owe approximately 
$40,000, less $17,000 in current assets 
or a net indebtedness of about $23,000 


Compared to other Arkansas cities 


the Hope statement is probably one o 
the strongest, regardless of a city' 
size or total wealth. 


For the 10 months covered by the 


audit, July 1, 1930 to April 30, 1931 
the City of Hope showed an operating 
loss of $6,298.79.

City of Hope, Arkansas. 
Gentlemen: 


'We have audited the records of the Hope Water and Light Plant for the 
period from July 12th. 1U30 to April 12th, 1931, covering nine months operation 
and herewith submit our report with accompanying exhibits and schedules 
as shown by the index herewith attached. 


' -'BALANCE SHEET EXHIBIT "A" 


The cash in the First National Bunk was reconciled with the statement 


from that depository and proved to be in balance with the book account, 
reconciliation shown in Schedule No. 1. 


The Petty cash fund was counted and proved to be correct. 


.;• 
The customers accounts amounting to $0,877.73 was checked and proved 
in balance with the customers ledger. 


The Inventory amounting to ?20,05C.85 is shown in detail in Schedule No. 2. 
Notes payable consists of warrant numbered 1G407 for SG.OOO 00 advanced 
as a temporary loan by the City of Hope. 


The customers deposits amounting to $7,021.00 arc deposited for meters 


by the Light and Water customers and were checked throughout and proved 
to be in balance with their ledger account. 


Profit and Loss—Income and Expense statement as shown in Exhibit "B" 
we believe is self explanatory in every detail. 


Schedules 3, 4, 5, 6, 7 and 8 give a detail explanation in various transac- 
tions covering this period. 


Our investigation shows that the employees are not covered by a surety 


bond and we suggest that a blanket form covering all employees be secuted. 


The net profits amounting to $32,430.42 after deducting the depreciation 


and after deducting free service we consider a very creditable showing and 
wish to commendate the officers of the City of Hope in securing a manager 
so capable of handling the affairs of the plant. 


We found no material errors in the accounts as carried on their books 


and considering the amount of business transacted is a very creditable show- 
ing for the clerical force. 


We have not attempted to show a comparative profit and loss statement 


in as much as our audit only covers the nine months period and also that 
the cost of fuel for the ensuing period will be much greater due to the addi- 
tional cost of wood over the former fuel of gas. 


The period covered by this audit shows practically only a very short 
periodjn which_WQod. was used as fuel. 


To attempt an~esfimate covering th~h~ex~i2lnonths~period would be 
practically all guess work, due to the additional cost of production and a 
reduction in rates that has been allowed.
